States was not consulted about the allied 
coup which dethroned King Constantino 
it was said at the stat« department to- 
day, and has as yet taken no part in the 
complex diplomacy of the general Euro- 
pean situation. So far, it was explained, 
the United States is more of military and 
economic than a diplomatic partner with 
the allies. 
But intimations were giyen 
today that as one object of the United 
States in entering the war was to secure 
a just and permanent peace founded on 
equitable principles, the United States 
will begin to exercise an increasing in- 
terest in all readjustments in Europe, 
especially in the Balkans. The inference 
was left that many of the chaoges now 
being made are purely military and tem- 
porary and that the final settlement 
might largely disregard them.

authority for enforcement exi.sted. The 
situation is serious and likély to reach 
a panic state In a few months because 
of lack of sufficient competition a m o n g 
producer^, said t h e commission. 


Fall to Restore Competition. 


A preliminary report was presented 
March 3. 
The letter 
accompanying 
the final report today said: 


"The efforts of t h e commission to 
restore competitive conditions in the 
news print industry expeditiously and 
to arbitrate and effectively project a 
fair price for news print paper have 
failed. 
T h e plan failed f o r several 
reasons, the principal 
reason 
being 
that the arrangement w a s voluntary 
and the commission had no power or 
w a r r a n t under t h e law to make it ef- 
fective. 
T h e manufacturers 
signa- 
tory to t h e agreement 
notified t h e 
commission that they would not pro- 
ceed 
under 
such arbitration 
agree- 
ment. 
T h e result has been that news 
print paper h a s been billed and sold at 
the same exorbitant prices that ob- 
tained in many instances therefore. 


Situation Is Serious. 


"The news print paper situation Is 
very serious, not only to the consumers 
of paper but to the public %enerally 
and to the government of the United 
States, which Is Itself a large consumer 
of paper. 
The commission has reason 
to believe t h a t this situation will be 
still more aggravated and serious in 
the ensuing months. 
T h e demand for 
news print paper 
is constantly in- 
creasing and gives promise of still 
greater increase with t h e continuance 
of the war. 
T h e supply of news print 
paper available to meet this demand 
is dependent upon mills already In ex- 
istence. 
I t seems probable, -therefore, 
t h a t with the demand for news print 
paper increasing and the supply re- 
maining constant or possibly 
dimin- 
ishing there will be a repetition of the 
panic market of last year and the ex- 
action of prices t h a t a r e entirely out 
of measure with t h e cost of produc- 
tion. 
T h e consequences to thousands 
of smaller newspapers a n d to m a n y of 
the larger ones, and through them to 
the reading public, will be most seri- 
ous. 


WhM Is Wanted In Iaw. 


"By reason of this condition and be- 
cause of the vital Interest to t h e pub- 
lic of a n 
efficient 
dissemination of 
news in this 
crisis, 
the commission 
recommends 
as a

measure that congress, by appropriate 
legislation, provide: 


"(1)—That all mills producing and 
all agencies distributing print paper

The wonder is not that. .Constantine has 
lost the throne of Greece,, but that he. had con- 
trived so long to keep his crown on. his head. 


Since the beginning of the great, war in Eu- 
rope the position of Greece has been disturbed. 
She had her duty to the big powers of the en- 
tente and she had a dynasty that was bound 
with much strength by ties of blood and sym- 
pathy to the Hohenzollemi. Constantine may 
b^ given credit for at least attempting to main- 
tain neutrality, albeit a neutrality more con- 
strained by a purpose to avoid goi»g 
in 
against Germany than the higher considera- 
tion of peace for his people. 


For well on to a year the situation of the 
monarch had been One of increasing perplex- 
ity and growing peril. Former Premier Ven- 
izelos, altogether the ablest and most power- 
ful civic figure in Greece, was for the entente 
cause. At bottom Venizelos was also for an 
extinction of the throne and the erection of 
a republic. He has divided the people against 
the king and the disturbances he has fomented 
are not least of the causes that have brought 
about the fall of Constantine. Venizelos 
months ago constructed a revolutionary party, 
declared a^ republic and set up his govern- 
ment in Crete. It may be the, nucleus of an 
eventual republic of all Greece; almost with- 
out peradventure so, should the Germanic con- 
spiracy ior the world's subjugation be crush- 
ed. 


With a Hohenzollern for hie consort. Con- 
stantine has been sore beset, for his pacts Avith 
the protecting powers and his obligations un- 
der them brought him into collision with sym- 
pathies that were more than political. 
Pro- 
German influences have been strong at Athens 
and their effects have been of a sort not to be 
disguised, denied or palliated. 


The protecting powers have brought Con- 
stantine down. 
They have jumped over the 
head of the crown prince and allowed Con- 
stantine to name his second son, Alexander, 
to the succession. 
Alexander is considered 
to be in no wise pro-German. That improves 
the situation greatly and it may be thought 
that now there will be new spirit and ncAV pos- 
sibilities for the entente in the field of the 
Balkans. 


- the casting in by Greece of her lot with the 
powers arrayed against the Hohenzollerns 
and Hapsburgs can hardly now be long de- 
layed. It had been almost brought about ear- 
lier in the war and noAV tliat it seems inevitable 
it may be the influence that will bring Bui- 
garia and Turkey to seek the bes^ terms they 
can make. Both are suffering indescribably 
and both are reported to be disgusted with the 
war and ready to quit.

It is one of the most 
interesting and certainly one of the most pa- 
triotic achievements in the history of the city 
goyemment. 


There is no reason in this official purpose, 
however, that can avail anybody for an ex- 
cuse to refrain from subscribing on personal 
account for the Liberty Loan bonds.

not done it for any person specially. 
Don't 
forget that your obligation still is', if you 
haven't done so, to buy your own bond.

A NEW CQNSTITUTION 
S^v'^za^;; 


Reform of Courts Needed by a System for 
Centralized Operation to Prevent Delays 


(Copyright, 1917, by John A. Lapp.) 


In the bill of rights of our constitu- 
tion there is set up an ideal in the ad- 
ministration of justice toward which 
we should strive. In article 1, section 
12, it is declared that "Justice shall ba 
administered freely and without pur- 
chase; completely and without denial; 
speedily and wthout delay." 


At present it 
takes 
from two to 
three years to carry a case through 
the trial courts ^ d the supreme or 
appellate court. 
Regardless of the 
merits of any case, a man may be kept 
from the final settlement many times 
longer than the ideal set up In the 
constitution would justify. 
The rea- 
sons are not hard to find. There are 
four main reasons. 


1. The supreme court is too small. 
It ought to be enlarged and take over 
the work of the appellate court. 
The 
two combined have eleven judges. 
A 
unified court of seven or nine mem- 
bers would expedite business much 
more rapidly. 


2. There are too many courts In-the 
counties, especially the larger coun- 
ties. 
They should all. Including the 
Justices of the peace, be unified into a 
single court with enough Judges to do 
the work. 


3. There is no check upon the flllng 
of petty cases. Any maivmay have his 
day in court, however petty the case 
may be. 


4. There Is no chance for the spe- 
cialized Judge. 


The constitution fixes a supreme 
court of not more than five members. 
When It was found that this number 
was too small, a new court was cre- 
ated—the appellate court—consisting 
of six members. 
It was impossible to 
draw a close line between the jurisdic- 
tion of these courts becauce in many 
cases there was a right of appeal to 
the supreme court after the decision 
by the appellate court. 
Such a condi- 
tion was intolerable because it only 
made the appellate court a fifth wheel 
and did not relieve the congestion. 
Then the appellate 
court was given 
final jurisdiction In certain cases and 
the supreme court'then spent a good 
deal of time deciding whether certain 
cases could or could not be appealed 
to them from 
the 
appellate court. 


There can be no efficient unity of ac- 
tion under such a system. 


In the counties there is a confusion 
of cotlrts especially In a county like 
Marion. 
In this county there are the 
following courts: 
Circuit court, six 
superior courts, criminal court, pro- 
bate court. Juvenile court, city court 
of Indianapolis and several Justices of 
the peace. 
There Is no central man- 
agement of these courts. 
Each con- 
ducts its own business and there Is 
not so much as a conference of Judges 
required to expedite business. 
Some 
courts may be overloaded and* others 
not. 
The cases are not subject to 
distribution or redistribution by any 
authority. 
The Jurisdiction overlaps 
and the best results are not obtained. 


In lieu of this system it is urged In 
many quarters and by the highest au- 
thorities 
such 
as 
Professor Roscoe 
Pound, of Harvard, that there be one 
unified court. 
This court would be 
presided over by a chief justice. 
All 
cases would be filed In the court and 
the 
chief 
justice 
would 
distribute 
them ^ among thè Judges. 
Gradually 
It would develop 
that 
the 
judges 
would become specialists In pertain 
lines and all cases In that line would 
be given to him. 
He would be able 
to handle such cases more rapidly 
than a novice.. 
Cases could be re- 
assigned whenever it would promote 
efficiency and the whole work of the 
court would go forward. 
The Judges 
should be required to meet weekly or 
monthly to consider problems In the 
administration of justice. 


By this means the ideals of the court 
could be Imposed upon all the judges 
and the best methods be made to pre- 
vail. 
This plan would involve, of 
course, the abolition of the justice of 
the peace cousis and all the other 
courts of the county. 


In the present constitution authority 
was given to set up courts of arbitra- 
tion which cases could be settled out 
of court. 
No such courts have been 
established. We have permitted every 
man to go Into court to sue, even when 
It promoted a rank Injustice In piling 
up court costs in petty cases. 


A man with a claim of one dollar 
Is privileged to bring suit to recover 
even though It may cost the poor de- 
fendant several dollars In money and 
time to look after It. 


It would seem to be an efficient aid 
to justice if every case involving an 
amount 
less 
than 
twenty 
dollars 
should be required to be presented to 
a small debtors' court composed of 
one or more judges 
whose 
duty it 
would be to settle all such cases with- 
out the intervention of lawyers. and 
the piling up of costs. 


The most effective way to expedlt* 
legal business will be found to be in 
having judges who are specialists on 
various branches of the law. 
Instead 
of electing a number of judges and 
allowing all kinds of cases to go to 
each, we should allow each judge to 
specialize in the kind of work for 
which he is best fitted and all cases 
connedted with his specialty should be 
given to him. 
One judge soon learns 
how to handle probate work; another 
children's cases; another small claims, 
another domestic relations, etc. 
In 
court work as in every other line, effi- 
ciency counts and when it Is possible 
for a Judge to handle more cases be- 
cause of his expert knowledge of the 
subject efficiency is promoted. 


Specifically then, the proposals for 
judicial reform center around the cre- 
ation of centralized courts both for 
the state and counties with limitations 
upon the right to begin petty suits and 
the provisions for Judges who are spe- 
cialists in different classes of cases. 


Much of the result of this plan of 
reform depends upon the method of 
selecting judges and the time they are 
to serve. 
This is the subject for the 
next paper wherein will be described 
the methods in use in selecting judges.

In spite of all that has been written 
on the subject in the last six months 
the 
average 
person 
has 
only 
the 
haziest ideas as to the general food 
conditions in the United States. 
And 
this lack of information is due not so 
much to a failure on' the part of the 
people to try to inform themselves, as 
it is to the immense amount of specu- 
lative writing that has been printed 
and foisted upon them. 
It is quite 
common, indeed, to find people who 
think that the government piay re- 
quisition the supplies for the house- 
hold which they have in their cellars, 
or take from them the products of 
^heir back yard gardens. 


In point of fact the'work of Food 
Administrator Herbert C. Hoover will 
have no such intimate effect upon the 
stomachs of ourselves and our friends, 
unless, of course, wholly improbable 
things should happen 
to 
our 
food 
sources. 
Mr. Hoover will be given 
considerable power, but 
this 
power 
will operate in the broader ways of 
equalization and distribution, and will 
naturally have little to do with the 
more or less private aspects of crop 
control. 


"We do not ask," says Mr. Hoover, 
"that the American 
people 
should' 
starve themselves, but that they should 
eat plenty, wisely, and without waste. 
It Is my present Idea to propose a 
plan to the Americai,n women by which 
we ask every woman in control of the 
household to join as an actual mehiber 
of the food administration and give 
us a pledge. that she will, so far as 
her means and circumstances permit, 
carry out the Instructions which we 
will give her in detail from time to 
time." 


It is plain from this clearly stated 
purpose that Mr. Hoover does not In- 
tend to work a hardship 
upon 
the 
American housewife. He wishes mere- 
ly to take her into confidence, as it 
were, and enlist her Interest in a sav- 
ing plan broad enough to be of actual 
seryice to the whole nation. And this, 
of course, is a truly American method, 
and sufficiently democratic to appeal 
to the instincts of tfie people 
with 
whom he is dealing. 


Mr. Hoover has stated that In, his 
work there Is to be no single Idea of 
dictatorship. 
He insists on the motto, 
"Eat plenty, wisely, without waste." 
He believes that the 
large 
powers 
which, in due course, may be granted 
him will seldom need to be applied. 
His five cardinal principles may be 
put succinctly as follows: 


"First-—That the 
food-problem 
Is 
one of wise administration and not ex- 
prest by the words 'dictator' or 'con- 
troller' but 'food administrator.' 


"Secondly—That this administration 
can be largely carried out through the 
co-ordination and regulation 
of 
the 
legitimate distributive, agencies sup- 
plemented 
by 
certain 
emergency 
bodies composed of representatives of 
the producers, distributors and con- 
sumers. 


"Thirdly—^The organization of the 
community for voluntary conservation 
*)f food stuffs. 


"Fourthly—That all Important po- 
sitions, so far as may be, shall be 
filled with volunteers. 
^ 


"Fifthly—^The independent respons- 
ibility of the food-administration di- 
rectly under the president, with th^ 
co-operation of the great and admir- 
able organizations of the department 
of commerce, the federal trade com- 
mission and the railway executives," 


In. effect Mr. 
Hoover 
practically 
pledges himself' to see that America Is 
fed first from her our products, and 
that our- allies are given only the sur- 
plus that we do not need. 
His bus- 
iness, In connection with this. Is to 
see that our allies do not crowd Into 
our general markets 
and 
run 
the 
prices of commodities higher than rea- 
son—or higher, It may be, than unl- 
verMl conditions make oeceaaaiy* 
t t > P^IMIVI» thAt H^r.; aoövtr 


Most people have learned by experi- 
ment that quantities of foods which 
we have always supposed to be ac- 
tually necessai'y are in no wise so 
much needed, and that comparatively 
little used products may take their 
place. 
Meat, for Instance, Is really 
unnecessary in the quantities usually 
consumed In A,merlcan homes. 
The 
writer of this article ate meat three 
times a day for more 
than 
thirty 
years under the mistaken Impression 
that he needed it; but for nearly two 
years he has not touched a morsel of 
meat and his endurance, both mental 
and physical, has increased to double 
what it was in the balmiest times un- 
der meat diet. 


It will also be found that wheat 
flour is less necessary to the mainten- 
ance of life than has been generally 
thought. 
It Is perfectly possible to 
go for weeks without white bread and 
not only keep up one's strength but 
actually be better off without It. Po- 
tatoes, too, are less necessary than 
people generally hold them to be. And 
many other things are easily dropped 
out of the dietary or put aside for 
something more nutritious. 


Whatever Mr. Hoover elects to do 
we may feel sure'will be wisely done 
and carefully considered. It is not the 
desire of the administration to work 
hardships upon a people which must 
be the bulwark of strength in this 
great fight for liberty and democracy.

this occasion. It had a sustained note 
of noble feeling and high resolve. That 
is indeed a via dolorosa upon which 
the champions of humanity have en- 
tered. 
Great 
sacrifices have 
been 
made; greater sacrifices may be 
to 
come. 
In what WashingtoiteWid and 
dared we find our best exam^o. 
"We 
come to his tomb," said the prmce, "to 
seek purification," to deditete our- 
selves anew to a holy cause. 
It Is a 
cause in which Italy has already won 
great triumphs. 
Her 
representative 
tells the latest of the allies that she 
will never falter in its service. 
"We 
shall never lay down our arms," he 
declared, "until our liberties and the 
liberties of the peoples who are suf- 
fering with us shall be rendered safe 
against all surprises and all violence." 


No war has ever been quite like this 
war. ' Whatever its immediate or ul- 
timate causes, whatever ambitions or 
resentments may have been involved in 
its beginnings, it has become a union 
of the great nations of the world 
against a peril that threatens all they 
hold most dear. No one can fail to be 
moved by the horrors of it; to wish for 
an ending of them. 
Never, as 
the 
prince said, has there been a conflict 
more abounding in sorrow. 
But the 
definition of the purpose of tragedy, to 
purge the soul by pity and terror, sug- 
gests that after all our via dolorosa 
may lead to the City of Peace. 
Unless 
this were so, unless the world is to be 
made a better world to live in, then the 
present suffering would be of a truth 
in vain. 
If we are to have any faith 
in the future we must believe that "the 
complaining millions of men darken in 
labor and pain" only until this agony 
be overpast. That is what our Italian 
visitor bids us believe. He could have 
said no more appropriate word.

has been hard for us, so long apart 
from the conflict, to realize all that Is 
required of us.

COOK BY WEIGHT. 


The domestic science class of the 
North Side High School, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, has recently been equipped 
with a Toledo Springless Scale, veny 
similar to those used by many of the 
grocers and butchers of this city. This 
instrument is being used to develop 
better cooks and to place cooking on a 
more scientific basis. 


Cooking teachers have for a long 
time maintained that if a proved rec- 
ipe is very carefully handled and direc- 
tions are closely followed, it Is Impos- 
sible to get bad results with good, basic 
materials. 
It has been found, how- 
ever, that 
many 
measuring instru- 
ments are faulty.and that for various 
reasons measurement by weight is the 
only proper method of filling a recipe. 


"A cupful of flour," is a usual cook 
book direction, but what does it mean? 
Even if a standard cup is used to meas- 
ure it, in some cases the 
flour 
is 
packed down and in other cases It may 
have been vigorously sifted and aer- 
ated. 
The only proper way to tell the 
exact amount of flour is by weight.

One is to buttonhole around the 
edge first and then to work the spot 
over and over inside the buttonholed 
ring. 
It is easy enough to keep the 
work even with this ring

around the outside. 
The other method 
is to work the center of the spot in satin 
stitch and then to work around and 
around the center in stem stitch. 
If 
one finds the spot getting a little out 
of shape, it is easy to correct it with a 
few extra stitches on one side or the 
other when

enough.

WHICH IS NON-POISONOUS. 


Following are several 
recipes 
for 
non-poisonous fly paper, which was re- 
quested by a "Constant Reader." 


Melt half pound of rosin and dilute 
to consistency of molasses with four 
ounces or more of sweet oil or lard oil. 


Spread this with a brush on two or 
more sheets of vanilla wrapping paper, 
leaving an inch margin 
all 
around. 
Place sticky surfaces of each pair of 
sheets together, and when wanted pull 
them apart. 


A second preventive against flies is to 
boll onions in a quantity of water and 
wash pictures, furniture and woodwork 
with the syrup. 


The recipe Is particularly simple. 
Mix one tablespoonful of black pep- 
per, one tablespoonful of molasses and 
the yolk of one egg. 
Beat to a paste. 
Flies will eat freely of the above if ex- 
posed where they congregate and will 
die.

Absent Voters' Law Ex- 
plained by Attorney 
Pruechtenicht. 


DOES NOT APPLY TO 
MUNICIPAL ELECTION 


Voters Who Are Away Can 
Cast Ballot for Election 
of Delegates. 


By the terms of the absent voters' 
!aw, men and women who are eligible 
to cast a vote, and who are out of the 
city next September when thè elec- 
tion of delegates to the constitutional 
convention is held, can cast their bal- 
lot. 
Attorney William Fruechtenlcht, 
who is head of the election board, ex- 
plains this law. 


However, this absent 
voters' 
law 
does no apply to the election which 
will be held next fall when city of- 
ficials 
are to be chosen. 
The 
law 
specifies that It applies only in cases of 
general, special or primary elections. 
It is stated that the committee in In- 
dianapolis has ruled that a municipal 
election does not come with this scope. 
Nevertheless Mr. Fruechtenlcht 
will 
make an investigation in the matter. . 


The absent voters' law as explained 
by Attorney Fruechtenlcht is as fol- 
lows: 
"Any man or woman who 
is 
sick, 
physically 
disabled 
or is out 
of the city, may vote by making appli- 
cation to a county clerk and state his 
condition and reasons of absence from 
the polls in his home precinct on elec- 
tion day. 
The county clerk either de- 
livers or mails the applicant an official 
ballot for election. 


"The applicant fills out the ballot 
and returns it. 
This ballot is sealed in 
an envelope and on election day is de- 
livered to the clerk at the voting pre- 
cinct."

M. Bakhmeteff is Also the 
Accredited Ambassador 
to This Country. 


Washington, June 13.—The Russian 
mission to the United States headed 
by Boris A. Bakhmeteff as special am- 
bassador, has landed at a Pacific port. 
The party consisting of about forty

members, will stop first at 
Seattle, 
Wash., and proceed at once to Wash- 
ington. 


The mission passed through Yoko- 
hama about eleven days ago and con- 
sequently make a quick and easy trip. 
Baron Ungern, one of the secretaries 
of the Russian embassy here, met the 
party 
and 
will 
escort 
it 
across 
the 
continent 
to 
W a s h i n g t o n . 
In 
Chicago, 
Breckkinridge 
Long, 
third 
assistant 
secretary 
of 
state, 
will join the mission as the represen- 
tative of President Wilson and the de- 
partment of state. 
Such courtesies as 
were extended to the visiting British, 
French and Italian special missions 
will be extended to Ambassador Bakh- 
meteff and his party. 


With his personal staff, Mr. Bakh- 
meteff will be the guest of the nation 
and the large body of special experts 
and attaches will be quartered in one 
of the' hotels here. 


The head of the Russian mission 
comes to Washington in a double ca- 
pacity, first as the head of the extra- 
ordinary embassy sent by the provi- 
sional government to extend to the 
United States government its thanks 
for entry into the war on the side of 
the entente allies and to arrange for 
material a.ssistance from this country 
and, second, as ambassador 
resident 
until such a time as the provisional 
government can make a 
permanent 
appointment. 


Leaving Petrograd long before the 
arrival in that capital of the mission 
headed by Elihu Root, Russian em- 
bassy might perhaps be supposed to 
represent the latest phase of political 
developments in Russia. 


But as a matter of fact. Professor 
Bakhmeteff has kept closely in touch 
by cable and wireless with the prog- 
ress of events in Petrograd and it can 
be stated that consequently the extra- 
ordinary embassy is in close and sym- 
pathetic i-elation with the powers now 
in control in the Russian capital.

Five thousand dollars is the 
last 
amount to be sanctioned for liberty 
bond buying. 
Mayor W. J. Hosey and 
other officials have given their con- 
sent for the use of the swimming pool 
fund to be taken for purchase of gov- 
ernment bonds. 
The amount, which 
is about $5,000, was collected by the 
Rotary club and other commercial or- 
ganizations for the installing 
of 
a 
swimming pool. 


Since the fund is not sufficient to 
build the pool at once it ha.s been de- 
cided to use the amount at hand for 
beating the kaiser. 
As soon as the 
transfer of the fund can be arranged 
the money will be taken for buying 
the interest-bearing bonds. 


City Controller Baade is expected to 
provide for the transfer of the city 
coli.seum fund,

Dairymen will now be Instructed by 
the government on the manufacture 
of by-products from milk. 
The pro- 
duction and care of the milk resources 
is considered one of the greatest war 
measures by federal officials. Dr. Gil- 
pin and his staff of health assistants 
will answer every call of the govern- 
ment and will aid in every way to pro- 
mote the sanitation and conservation 
campaign. 


A part of the personal letter from 
J. R. Möhler, acting chief of the agri- 
cultural department, to Dr. J. H. Gilpin 
reads: 


"We are entering upon a vital pe- 
riod in the life of the nation—a period 
in which the status of each person in 
rolntion to his country wUl be decided. 
The professional man, the soiontist, 
the farmer, and the soldier, each will 
have his duties to perform. 
To the 
health 
officer, the 
preservation 
of 
health is all important. 
Disease must 
be controlled, and the purity of the 
food supply safeguarded. 
Milk is one 
of the most important foods. We ap- 
preciate the work being done by the 
health departments along this line and 
wish to co-operate in every possible 
way to make the work more effective. 
For that reason the dairy division of 
this bureau will send periodically cir- 
cular letters to health officers and oth- 
ers Interested in obtaining a better, 
more abundant milk supply. 


"Health officers can do a great deal 
to help the food situation by not only 
looking after the sanitary side of the 
milk question, but by getting the con- 
sumers interested in the value of milk 
and its products as food, and by en- 
couraging the producer and handler 
to check the waste of milk. 
Consum- 
ers may be Interested by information 
regarding the value of milk and its 
products as food and by the relative 
cheapness of those articles when com- 
pared with other foods. 


"Officials are 
also 
urged 
against 
the destruction of food which may be 
valuable not only to man but to do- 
mestic animals, after it has been de- 
natured or otherwise rendered safe. 
The custom, common in many cities, 
of officials dumping into the sewer any 
milk that does not come up to local 
requirements should be 
discouraged, 
since the simple, inexpensive process 
of denaturing converts it into a valua- 
ble food for animals. 
The addition of 
a 3 per cent solution made from rennet, 
strength 1 to 30,000, in the propor- 
tion of 
ounces to 10 gallons of 
milk, at a temperature of 53 degrees 
Fahrenheit or higher, will curdle the 
product within an hour. 
• This will 
render the milk unfit for human con- 
sumption and still allow it to be fed to 
calves, pigs or chickens."

Prof. Justin N. Study, superintend 
dent of the Fort Wayne public schools, 
asks that all employers use the utmost 
precaution in securing the services of 
children for work during the vacation«' 
A heavy penalty is attached to the vio- 
lation of the Indiana state child labor 
law. 


The parochial schools of the olty,' 
close this week and the public schooUf. 
will finish the year's work next week. 
Already a steady stream of applicants 
have come to the office in the old high 
school building asking for certificate»' 
of age. Many of them had to be turn<; 
ed away on account of their age. 
i 


The state child labor statute plain-^j 
ly sets forth that no employer ha«; 
the right to employ any child underj 
the age of fourteen years for any worlc' 
except in the canning of fruits and 
vegetables, or for farm work or tott 
domestic service. 


The law also explains that it shall 
be unlawful to employ any child mala' 
or female, under the age of 16 years 
for night work. 
Children between the 
ages of fourteen and 
sixteen 
years 
must not be forced to go to work be- 
fore seven o'clock in the morningr or 
after si.x o'clock in the evening, except 
in cases prescribed above. 


Another paragraph of the statute 
makes it unlawful for any child under 
the age of sixteen years to be em- 
ployed in a cigar factory, hotel, the- 
ater or any place of amusement. 


The penalty for the violation 
of 
this law is as follows: 
For the first 
offense the guilty party shall be fined 
not less than five dollars nor more 
than $200 to which may be added a 
sentence in the county jail not to ex- 
ceed ten days; for the second offenuB 
the same fine limits prevail, but im- 
prisonment shall be compulsory. The 
sentence shall be from ten to thirty 
days.

Fatal Accident on Erie

Huntington. Ind.. June 13.—Al- 


though an Investigation has been on 
ever since the explosion of the boiler 
of a freight locomotive near Untondale. 
killing two men and seriously Injuring 
the third, the cause has not been sat- 
isfactorily explained. A weird story 
sent out under a Huntingdon date line 
to the effect that a high explosive 
might have been placed in the coal Is 
scouted 
by well Informed persons. 


They point out that the boiler was 
where the explosion took place whereas 
if an explolve had been in the coal the 
explosion would have been the fire box. 
The fire box was thrown to one side 
of the track and was virtually Intact 
with the exception of being open at 
the top where the crown sheet had 
been forced from its place. The fact 
that the driving and 
pony trucks 


stayed on the rails is cited as evidence 
that the explosion did not come from 
within the flre box which is directly 
between the driving wheels. An explo- 
sive in the coal would have wrecked 
the fire box and driving trucks.

rope the position of Greece has been disturbed. 
She had her duty to the big powers of the en- 
tente and she had a dynasty that was bound 
with much strength by ties of blood and sym- 
pathy to the Ilnhenzollerns. Constantino may 
be'given credit for at least attempting to main- 
tain neutrality, albeit a neutrality more con- 
strained by a purpose to avoid going in 
against Germany than the higher considera- 
tion of peace for his people. 


For well on to a year the situation of the 


monarch had been one of increasing perplex- 
ity and growing peril. Former Premier Ven- 
izelos, altogether the ablest and,most power- 
ful civic figure in Greece, was for the entente 
cause. At bottom Yenizelos was also for an 
extinction of the throne and the erection of 
a republic. lie has divided the people against 
the king and the clishirbances he has fomented 
are not least of the causes that have brought 
about the fall of Constantino. Venizelos 
months ago constructed a revolutionary party. 
declared a republic and set up his govern- 
ment in Crete. It may be the nucleus of an 
eventual republic of all Greece; almost with 
out pcradventurc so, should the Germanic con 
spiracy for the world's subjugation be crush- 
ed. 


With a Hohcnzollern for his consort. Con 


stantine has been sore beset, for his pacts with 
the protecting powers and his obligations un 
der them brought him into collision with sym 
pathies that were more'than political. Pro 
German influences have been strong at Athens 
and their effects have been of a sort not to be 
disguised, denied or palliated.

In the bill of rights of our constitu-

merits of any case, a man may be kept 
rora the final settlement many times 
onger than the ideal set up in the 
institution would justify. 
The rea- 


rans are not hard to find. There are 
'our main reasons. 


1. The supreme court Is too Email. 


!t ought to be enlarged and take over 
he work of the appellate court. The 
wo combined have eleven judges. 
A 


unified court of seven or nine mem- 
bers would expedite business much 
more rapidly. 


2. There are too many courts in the 


counties, especially the larger coun- 
ties. 
They should all, including the 


iustices of the peace, be unified into a 
single court with enough judges to do 
:he work.- 


3. There is no check upon the film* 


of petty cases. Any man may have his 
day in court, however petty the case 
may be. 


4. There is no chance for the spe- 


cialized judge. 


The constitution fixes a supreme 


court of not more than five members. 
When it was found that this number 
was too small, a new court was cre- 
ated—the appellate court—consisting 
of sbr members: 
It was impossible 'CO 


draw a close line between the jurisdic- 
tion of these courts becauce in many 
cases there was a right of appeal to 
tho supreme court after the decision 
by the appellate court- Such a condi- 
tion was intolerable beca,use it only 
made the appellate court a fifth wheel 
and did not relieve the congestion. 
Then the appellate court was given 
final jurisdiction In certain cases and 
the supreme court then spent a gootl 
deal of time deciding whether certain 
cases could or could not be appealed 
to them from 
the 
appellate court. 


There can be no efficient unity of ac- 
tion under such a system. 


In the counties there is a confusion 


of courts especially in a county Uko 
Jlarion. In this county there are tha 
following courts: 
Circuit court, sLc 


superior courts, criminal court, pro- 
bate court, juvenile court, city court 
of Indianapolis and several justices of 
the peace. 'There is no central man- 
agement of these courts. 
Each con- 


ducts its own business and there is 
not so much as a conference of judges 
required to expedite business. 
Some 


courts may be overloaded and others 
not. 
The cases are not subject to 


distribution or redistribution by any 
authority. 
The Jurisdiction overlaps 


and the best results are not obtained. 


In lieu of this system it is urged in 


many quarters and by tha highest au- 
thorities such as Professor Roscoe 
Pound, of Harvard, that there be one 
unified court 
This court would be 


presided over by a chief Justice. All 
cases would be filed In the court and 
the chief 
justice would 
distribute 


them among the judges. 
Gradually 


}t would develop 
that the judges 


would become specialists In certain 
lines and all cases in that line would 
be given to him. 
He would be able 


to handle such cases more rapidly 
than a novice. 
Cases could be re- 


assigned whenever it would promote 
efficiency and the whole work of the 
court would go forward. The Judges 
should be required to meet weekly or 
monthly to consider problems In the 
administration of justice. 


By this means the ideals of the court 


could be imposed upon all the judges 
and the best methods be made to pre- 
vail. 
This plan would involve, of 


course, the abolition of the justice of 
the peace courts and all the other 
courts of the county. 


In the present constitution authority 


was given to set up courts of arbitra- 
tion which cases could be settled out 
of court. 
No such courts have been 


established. We have permitted every 
man to go into court to sue. even when 
it promoted a rank injustice In piling 
up court costs in petty cases. 


A man with a claim of one dollar 


Is privileged to bring suit to recover 
even though its may cost the poor de- 
fendant several dollars In money and 
time to look after it. 


It would seem to be an efficient aid 


to justice if every case involving an 
amount 
less 
than 
twenty 
dollars 


should be required to be presented to 
a small debtors' court composed of 
one or more judges 
whose 
duty it 


would be to settle all such cases*with- 
out the intervention of lawyers and 
the piling up of costs. 


The most effective way to expedite 


legal business will be found to be in 
having judges who are specialists on 
various branches of the law. 
Instead 


of electing a number of judges and 
allowing all kinds of cases tp go to 
each we should allow each judge to 
specialize in the kind o£ work for 
which he is best fitted and all cases 
connected with his specialty should be 
given to him. 
One judge soon learns 


how to handle probate work; another 
children's cases; another small claims, 
another domestic relations, etc. In 
court work as in every other line, effi- 
ciency counts and when it is possible 
for a. judge to handle more cases be- 
cause of his expert knowledge of th* 
subject efficiency is promoted. 


Specifically then, the proposals for 


judicial reform center around the cre- 
ation of centralized courts both for 
the state and counties with limitations 
upon the right to begin .petty suits and 
the provisions for Judges who are spe- 
cialists in different classes of cases. 


Much of the result of this plan of 


reform depends upon the method of 
selecting judges and the time they are 
to serve. This is the subject for the 
next paper wherein will be described 
the methods in use in selecting judges.

SPOT ROUND IS JOB. 


COOK BY WEIGHT. 


The domestic science class of the 


North Side High School, Minneapolis. 
Minnesota, has recently been equipped 
with a Toledo Springless Scale, very 
similar to those used by many of the 
grocers and butchers of this city. This 
instrument is being used to develop 
better cooks and to place cooking on a 
more scientific basis. 


Cooking teachers have for a long 


time maintained tbat if a proved rec- 
ipe is very carefully handled and direc- 
tions are closely followed, it is impos- 
sible to get bad results with good, basic 
materials. 
It has been found, how- 


over, that 
many 
measuring instru- 


ments are faulty and that for various 
reasons measurement by weight is the 
only proper method of filling a recipe. 


"A cupful of flour," is a usual cook 


book direction, but what does it mean? 
Even if a standard cup is used to meas- 
ure it, in some cases the 
flour is 


packed down nnd in other cases it may 
have been vigorously sifted and aer- 
ated. The only proper way to tell the 
exact amount of flour is by weight. 


With these facts in mind, the Board 


of Education purchased a scale regis- 
tering to l-16th of an ounce, which en- 
ables the girls who have had no pre- 
vious training in the art of pleasing 
the human stomach, to produce re- 
markable dishes of which a French 
chef might well be proud. 


When ready made goods are hand 


worked they are always done by very 
expert workers, and the greatest care 
and precision is necessary in embroid- 
ered work if it is to have any distinc- 
tion when finished. 
For quick work 


there arc two methods of making em- 
broidered spots which answer very 
well. One is to buttonhole around tho 
edge first and then to work the spot 
over and over Inside the buttonholed 
ring. 
It is ensy enough to keep tho 


work even with this ring of cotton 
around the outside. The other method 
is to work the center of tho spot in satin 
stitch and then to work around and 
around the center in stem stitch. 
If 


one finds the spot getting a little out 
of shape, it is easy to correct it with a 
few extra stitches on one side or the 
other when the spot is nearly big 
enough.

of Delegates. 


By the terms of the absent voters' 


law, men and women who are eligible 
to cast & vote, and who are out of the 
city next September when the elec- 
tion of delegates to the constitutional 
convention is held, can cast their bal- 
lot. Attorney William Fruechtenicht, 
•who is head of the election board, ex- 
plains this law. 
However, this absent voters' law 


does no apply to the election which 
-will be held next fall when city of- 
ficials are to be chosen. The law 
specifies that It applies only in cases of 
general, special or primary elections. 
It is stated that the committee in In- 
dianapolis has ruled that a municipal 
election does not come with this scope. 
Nevertheless Mr. Fruechtenicht will 
make an investigation in the matter. 


The absent voters' law as explained 


by Attorney Fruechtenicht is as fol- 
lows: "Any man or woman who is 
sick, physically disabled or Is out 
of the city, may vote by making appli- 
cation to a county clerk and state his 
condition and reasons of absence from 
the polls in his home precinct on elec- 
tion day. The county clerk either de- 
livers or malls the applicant an official 
ballot for election. 
"The applicant fills out the ballot 


and returns It. This ballot Is sealed in 
an envelope and on election day Is de- 
livered to the clerk at the voting pre- 
cinct."

of the most important foods. We ap- 
preciate the work being done by tho 
health departments along this line and 
wish to co-operate In every possible 
way to make the work more effective. 
For that reason the dairy division of 
this bureau will send periodically cir- 
cular letters to health officers and oth- 
ers Interested in obtaining a better, 
more abundant milk supply. 


Health officers cun do a great deal 


to help the food situation by not only 
looking after the sanitary side of tho 
milk question, but by getting the con- 
sumers Interested in tho value of milk 
and its products as food, and by en- 
couraging tho producer and handler 
to check tho waste of milk. Consum- 
ers may bo Interested by information 
regarding tho value of milk and Its 
products as food and by the relative 
cheapness of those articles when com- 
pared with other foods. 


"Officials arc also urged against 


tho destruction of food which may be 
valuable not only to man but to do- 
mestic animals, after It has been de- 
natured or otherwise rendered safe. 
Tho custom, common In many cities, 
of officials dumping into tho sewer any 
milk that does not coma up to local, 
requirements should bo discouraged, 
slnco the simple. Inexpensive process 
of denaturing converts It Into a valua- 
ble food for animals. The addition of 
a. 3 per cent solution mado from rennet, 
strength 1 to 30.000, in tho propor- 
tion of 2V4 ounces to 10 gallons of 
milk, at a temperature of f>3 degrees 
Fahrenheit or higher, will curdle tho 
product within an hour. 
This will 


render tho milk unfit for human con- 
sumption and still allow it to bo fed to 
calves, pigs or chickens."

"We want competition, which will 


give us cheaper gasoiine," argued coun- 
cil members.

of gasoline tanks of 30.000 gallon ca- 
pacity, near the Wabanh railroad, be- 
tween Winter and Gay streets, by a ma- 
jority of nine to six. Most of tho coun- 
cil members who favored tho ordlm>nc 
said that they had made up their mln-1 
to support the measure before 'the 
mayor had stated his attitude. Th 
men said they believed tho storage 
tanks would be perfectly safe. 


"The new gasoline and oil company 


will give us competition on gasoline o 
the retail market. We hope for cheap 
or gasoline by allowing the new com 
pany to enter," wa» stated In support 
of the ordinance. 


I 
Mayor Hosey. who did not attend the 


1 council session and who had placed hl» 
argument against the proposed ordi- 
nance In form of a written communi- 
cation was disheartened when told that 
the ordinance had been passed. 


"Tho ordinance will allow the erec- 


tion of any number of large, above 
ground gasoline tanks," said the mayor. 
"Tanks may be put near the down town 
district. No such container can be 
made absolutely safe. I fear a possible 
loss of life from the venture. I believe 
the old law, which had stood for thirty 
years, was the safest plan."
